execution. If this assertion read strangely, 
\t is capable of such an explanation as will 
render it perfectly plain, 

Belcher is a cool man. He stained his 
hands with human blood only after he had 
brooded over his wrongs for weoks and 
weeks, and only after he had come to 
the conclusion that his own life was a bur. _ 
den, He scarcely attempted a defenco | 
when his trial came on, Hoe could have so- 
cured witnesses whose testimony would — 
have influenced the jury in his favor more — 
or less, but he would not send for them, 
He could have made a statement excusing 
his crime in a measure, and showing that 
he had been deeply wronged; but he would — 
scarcely speak, When the Judge put on 
the black cap and sentenced Belcher to be 

' hanged, the murderer exhibited less emo- _ 
tion than any other person in the court 
room. It was only after he had been 
ironed hand and foot and placed in the 
murderers’ cell in the grim jail at Sand- 
wich that he seemed to realize his situation, — 

‘It's all right; I'll bo there when want- 
ed,” he grimly observed, and he talked 
freely with the numerous journalists wh 
sought interviews. = > ’ 

There were fow residents of Essex county 
who wanted an execution to take place, 
Steps were soon taken” to secure a com- — 
mutation of sentence, Belcher was apathe- _ 
tic at first, being more inclined to put tho 
noose over his head than tocast it from him, 
There came a reaction, Perhaps the win- 
ter sunshine pouring through the cold iron 
bara gnd warming the flagstones of the 
corridor warmed his heart at the same 
time, He could hear the merry shouts x 
the boys as they slid down hill or skated 
on thé river below, and the musical jingle 
of sleigh bella could not be kept out by th 
massive walls, Belcher wanted to live. Ho 
wrenched at his iron bars with the strength 
ofa giant, and called out because the hours 
and days were flying so swiftly. He b 
sought the press to plead his case ; 
called for lawyers; he remembered he h 
witnesses, The strong man broke down 
and became a child, and every day, an 
every hoar, outside of his sleep, he thoug 
of the grim gallows, and the fatal noose: 
and he saw himself dangling in the 
Three days beforethe reprieve came he said 
he would die game; but he saidit with © 

_| face as white as snow and every nervy. 
trembling with fear, Had he been taken 
to execution he could not have walke 
alone, and ho would have sunk down on 
the trap. 

All Essex county were at last working 
in his favor. Petitions were olroulated, 
mass meetings held, and an irresistible in- 
fluence was brought to bear on the Go’ 
nor-Seneral, 

Belcher hoped aud feared. ‘Reprieve: 
are not so common in Cana lta that murder- 
ers in tho shadow of the gallows can rely 
on them and keep their courage up. Whon 
sheriff and warden and murderer wore | 
counting the hours the reprieve came, 
Belcher escaped the gallows, but the doors — 
of Kingston Penitentiary were to close on — 
him for life.

Two New Farm Implements. 


Oar agricultural exchanges announce a 
couple of recent inventions that bid fair to 
lighten the farmer's to!l and expedite his 
work, 

A farm-yard manure spreader, A cor- 
reapondent of Bell's Messenger describes » 
visit paid by him to an estate where he saw 
this contrivance in operation, It was 
spreading well-rotted manure, but would 
also spread long manure fresh from the 
barn-yard. The work was well done, and 
could not have been performed better by 
hand. The modus operandi is given in sub- 
stance as follows: The machine runs on 
iron wheels behind the cart, to which it is 
hooked on by a simplo attachment. The 
whole apparatus is very {simple, the only 
working parts consisting of a revolving lath 
platform, bolted, on to two endless chains 
and an agitator or seperator, which also 
revolves. The motion is communicated by 
the driving-wheels, by means of two cog- 
wheels, and the draught is so light, that 
no extra horse is required beyond the one 
or two usually employed in laying down 
bart-yard manure. A man stands on the 


with 9 fork, a boy leading the horses ‘up 
and down the field. Tho spreader is much 
lower than the cart, so that the feeder has 
only to throw the manure down and neyer 
to raise it, Tho agitator consists of a series of 
Prongs fixed into a spindle and acranged in 
an irregular spiral (helical) form, so as to 
distribute the manure evenly over the plat- 
form, which revolves in the reverse direc- 
tion. As the platform revolves it carries 
the manore, finely divided by the agitator, 
over to the back of the machine, throwing 
it on the ground in a regular and continu- 
ous stream of small pieces, The quantity 
of manure distributed is regulated by alter- 
ing the width of feed, or by the speed at 
which the cart and machine travel. A width 
of 6} ft. is sproad each time the machine 
‘travels up or down the field, but the in- 
ventors think that for land onthe flat 14 
ft. may with advantage be added to the 

width of the spreader, They have only just 
perfected their machine, and consequently

pleased with its working. The advantages y 
of a manure spreading machine many 
and obvious, Among these may be m 
tioned the great saving of labour ; 
vantage of being able to let the plot 
follow closely after the manure carts, th 
avoiding waste of evaporation or washing ; 
the avoidance of the small heap bottoms, 
which are rarely shovelled up close enough, mt 
and which absorb » large portion of 
juices of the manure ; and the avoidance 
the damage done to young clove oy 
dragging of the carts after they aro tip| 

and by the shovelling up of the heap | ot 
toms, It would be on additional advan- 
tage if the machine could be made to feed — 
itself, but this cannot be attained without 
sacrificing some of the existing advantages 
of the spreader. There seems to bono 
reason why chalk and limo, as well as man- 
ure, could not be spread by the machine. — 

2. A New Tornie Rarser.—This is de~ 
sctibed as follows by a Scottish paper:—— 

“ Among tho latest inventions may be 
named a machine for topping, tailing and 
raising turnips, an operation that on many 
a farm will so0n involve considerable week- 
ly expenditure, The firat tool of this kind 
worthy of notice was exhibited at the High- 
and Agricultural Society's show at Stirling 
In 1873, Mr. Hunter, of Maybale, im- 
proved upon that implement, and exhibited 
it at tho Royal Agricultural Show at Bed- — 
ford in 1874, when it attracted considerable 
attention, Since then its construction bas 
boon improved, in fact almost remodelled, 
the emendment being tho placing of the 
wheels that run between tho rows of tur- 
nips nearer the contre of the body of the 
machine, wherein its adaptation to the ino- 
qualities of tho ground crop has beon per- 
fectly secured. Many of our roadors must 
have seen the implement at the Agricultural * 
Show at Birmingham last July, aa it was — 
the only machine of the kind that was ox- t 
hibited. Tho implement is light, butwuf- 
ficiently strong for the purpose required, —

40 Inproved Temperance Act, 


The London Advertiser has always’been 
a staunch temperance journal and advocate 
of the Dunkin Act, In a late issne the 
obvious defects of this measure are confess- 
ed, and the necessity of an amendment 
pointed out. Our contemporary says ;— 


“The Dunkin Bill is defective. It con- 
tains, however, the principle of local o 
tion. This being the case, there should be 
no difficulty in carrying through Parliament 
an amended measure, which should be 
without the defects of the Dunkin Bill and 
should apply to the whole Dominion, Ma- 
chinery ought to be furnished to enforce 
the Bill at least as well as the Crooks Li- 
cense Law is enforced. The violation of 
the liquor law is a crime, and it is not right 
that temperance men should be compelled 
to turn informers. Let officers be ap- 
pointed to bring those who evade the law 
to justice, and leg the penalties be sufli- 
cient to deter law breakers. Then the Li- 
censed Victuallers will forsake their pre~ 
sent atgument that there is no use in yot- 
ing for the law, because it will always be 
broken. The friends of prohibition ask 
only a fair chance. ‘The license law is en- 
forced, and a ‘local option’ law can be 
similarly enforced if Parliament will fur- 
nish the means. We hope a atrict* Bill 
will be carried through at the approaching 
session of the Dominion Parliament, and 
we predict that the result will be a great 
advaucn of the temperance cause through- 
out Canada during the year 1877,”

How to Burn Coal. 


A very common mistake is made and much 
fuol wasted in the manner of replenishing coal 
fires both in furnaces and grates, They should 
be fed with a little coal at a time, and often ; 
but servants to save time and trouble put on 
@ great deal at once, the result being that al, 
most all the heat is absorbed by the newly put 
on coal, which does not give out heat until it 
has become red-hot. Hence tor a while tho 
room is cold, but when it beoomes fairly aglow 
the heat is insufferable, The time to replens 
ish a coal fire is as soon as the coals begin to 
show ashes on their surface ; then put on 
merely onough to show a layer of black over 
the red, ‘This will soon kindle, and as thore 
is not much of it, an excess of heat wiil uot bu 
given out, Many puf the fire out by stirring 
the grate as soon as fresh coal is put on, thus 
leaving all tho heat in the ashos when it should 
be sent to the new supply of coal, The prop- 
er time to stir the fire is when the new coal 
laid on is protty well kindled, This method 
of managing a coal tire is troublesome, but it 
saves fucl, givos a more uniform heat, and 
prevents the discomfort of alternstions of heat 
and cold referred to,

FROM A SCAFFOLD, IN THE

THE GENEVA AWARD. 


The Geneva Tribunal awarded to the 
United States a certaia sum, to be paid 
by Great Britain, for losses sustained by 
the commerce of the former by the rebel 
cruisers Alabama, Florida and Shenan- 
doah, during the late civil war, and sub- 
sequently to the departure of these vessels 
from Melbourne in 1865. It is now 
found that after all possible claims have 
been satisfied a large share of the award 
remains, and the question is, What shaly 
be dons with it?

toz soason, £0me Ownors think they havo done well. 
Tb!s will account partially for tho stinted growth 
ofthe mojority of Canadian raisod cows. In con+ 
nection with this trontmont and tho dootoring of 
butter, @ Maino dairyman writes to the Ohio 
Farmer a8 follows :— 

“Now this dootoring butter to improve its colcr, 
solidity, or flavor, or in fact to improve tho butter 
in any way, {s, at best, a doubtful oxpediont, part 
tuking largely of deception if not dishonesty, 
There is no dofect in butter which, with proper 
onre in manufacturing, cannot bottor be remedied 
through tho cow than by any subsequent process, 
and apy cow that cannot, by caro and food, bo 
mado to romody theso doficioncios in hor butter, 
Is not worth tho keoping for dairy purposos. As a 
rule, farmors do not food their cows well enough; 
thoy may givo food enough to prevent the pangs 
of hungor from annoying thom, butit is too often 
tho refuso of the farm, lacking of the nutritive 
olemonts absolutely essential to tho production of 
butter. Tho cow is’ but & machine to work up a 
cearso and bulky matorial into one more conden- 
ed and yaluablo, and in exact proportion to the 
richness of the firat matorial will its product bo 

Tt is useloss to think of producing ‘gilt-odged 
butter’ from swale hay and straw alone, but if 
corn meal, whoat bran,and roots aro mixed with 
it, so asto mako a nutritious and stimulating 
food, we may make fancy» butter, aud a good 
amount of-it-too Rootsand wheat-bran“mako a 
good andvhealthy food, but corn moal is nooossary 
to give color and solidity to the butter: By @ care- 
ful selection of cows, together with liberal feod« 
ing, noat and dainty carein the dairyroom, all 
necessity for dootoring butter can be removed, fand 
tho pure unadulterated articlo will stand upon its 
merits as gilt-odged buttor.

Capture ofa Rare 
in Newfoumaiany Monster 


THR @MEAT BARKING SHARK—as MYSTERIOUs 
STRANGER OF Tne DEnr. 


A Newfoundland correspondent writes < 
~—In the month of August last a report 
reached me that a hugo fish, supposed to 
be a whale or shark, had been brought 
ashore at Topsail, about twelve milos from 
St. John’s, on the south shore of Conopp- 
| tion Bay. I lost no time in hurrying to the 

spot, but, to my intenso regret and disap- 
Pointment, botore I arrived tho fishermen 
had cut {ft into fragments, thrown a portion 
back into the sea—which, however, I man- 
aged to recover—and had taken out the: 
liver and other portions for the Purpose of 
extracting the oil. Had they known what 
4 prize they had got, and preserved it,they 
could probably have sold it for £200 or 
£300, aa it was a basking shark, of which 
there are only some three or four porfect 
specimens in all the museyms of the world, 
and about whose anatomy and habits vory 
49 | little is known, The monster was 30 ft, in 

length, and had got entangled in a salmon 
net in the bay. Two boys in » punt sailed 
ovor the fish oa it lay struggling in the net 
unable to use its locomotive organs. They * 
soon spread the news, and half « dozen 
atont fishermen, in two boats, soon manag- 
ed to passa rope round the tail and towed 
it ashore, where they proceeded to kill it 
and cutit up in pieces, I did the beat I 
could under the circumstanoes—I bar- 
gained for the skull, only half of which 
unfortunately remained; o ecandal, dor- 
sal, and pectoral fin, and one of the ver- 
tebrm, Though evidently one of the shark 
tribe, it presented some most puzzling ap. — 
pearances. In its mouth I found what 
seemed to bo strips of whalebone along the 
gill-openings, and not being thén aware 
that anything resembling whalebone was 
found in the mouth of any fish except the 
whale, t began to speculate whether this 
could be a new species of whale, Its whole 
structure showed that this could not be the 
ease, and Ijhad to wait for further light, I 
cat out several fest of these whalebone-like — 
fringes, which constituted along each gill a 
kind of grating, bearing s close; resem- 
blancs to the teeth of scomb, Their eolor 
was dark brown; the laming [ found very 
elastic, but on bending one or two of them 
I found they snapped off lika steel when 
pressed beyond afeertain point. This — 
proved that they were not whalebone. But et 
snother puzsle presented itself.. I found — 
in the mouth long strips of small palate = 
teeth—very hard, conical, alleurved alight- 
ly at the point in one direction, and not 
more than a quarter of an inch in length, — 
They wore arranged very close together, 
each strip containing six rows.

THE DAIRY AT THE OEZNTENNIAL: 


At the lato annual mocting of 
can Dairymen’s Association, ‘held et Taper 
soll, Prof, Arnold, of Rochester, N.Y, 
delivored an address on the sbove inbject, 
of which the following is a synopsis :— . 
The dairy departmont had on the whole 
proved to be a creditable and suceess{al ex- 
hibition of dairy products, The display of 
products connected with the dairy, compris 
ed butter, choese, condensed and Preserved 
milk, butter-coloring, and cheese-coloring 
preserved rennots, and rennet extracta, Ot 
butter there were shown a total of 292 
Packages having # total weight of 9,150 
pounds, Of this number 226 packages, 
weighing 7,051 pounds were from the 
United States 5 23 packages, woighing 
1,7@4 pounds, were from Osnads j and 42 
Packages weighing about 860 pounds, were 
from other countries. This amount 
was Presented in 149 exhibits, exhibits, of 
which 123 were from the United States 16 
from Osnada, and 10 from other nations, 
includiog Portugal, Argentine Republic, 
Brazil, the Notheriands, Germany, Italy, 
and Denmark. There wore 31 awards for 
exhibitions of butter recommended by the 
Committee with§which he (Prof. Arnold) 
was connected, 23 of jwhich were for ex- 
hibits from the Uuited States, five fot 
Oanada, and one each for Portugal; 
the Netherlands, Gormany and Don- 
mark, Tho display of. *'cheose 
was much larger than that of butter. In 
all 2,086 packages wore exhibited, weigh- 
ing 65} tons, which were présented' in 411 
exhibits, There were from the United 
States 1,012 packages, weighing dver 26 
tons; from Osnoada, 1,003 packages, weigh- 
ing over 29 tons; from other countries, 65 
Packages, estimated at 500 Ibs. These were 
from Portugal, the Argentine Republio,the 
Netherlands, Brasil, Viotoria, Italy, Mor: 
way, Turkey, France and England. Tho 
Cheese from the United States and Oanada 
was mostly the product of factories. Over 
100 awards wore recommonded for exhibits 
of cheese. Of those 45 were for the United 
States, 49 for Canada, and the remainder 
for other countries, Prof. Arnold then 
gave an explanation of the method adopted 
ia judging butter and ohoese. A scale of 
points was prépared, to be rated by num- 
bers, the acm of whose numerical value 
should be in each case 100, When the goods 
wero in all respects perfect these, scales 
rere each divided into aix polnta and a nu- 


, morical value gi en to each according to its 
*\ | relative value in making up the sum total 


Of a perfect sample. To make it easy for 
‘the judge the several points wore arranged 
in ordor and a definition of the items which 
were most prominent io making up the 
positive qualities, was placed after each 
point, and followed by a definition of the. 
chief negative qualities which entered into 
defective samples.

Long credits are now abandoned by all 
the larger manufacturers and heaviest deal- 
ers in England and elsewhere; so that that 
merchant now obtains for himself a decided 
vantage ground who is enabled to buy for 
cash from these fivst sources of production. 
The high price the consumer has often to 
pay is generally owing to the goods passing 
through the hands of an unnecersarily large 
number of deslers before they reach him, 
The nearer the producer and cousumer are 
brought together, the better it is for both,

THE BUDGET SPEECH. 


The Previvcial Treasurer made his 
financial statement on Tuesday, Owing 
to his recent illness Mr, Crooks was un- 
able to enter so fully into explanations 
as desirable, but we are sure the brevity 
of his remarks will be their chief recom- 
“mandation, 

The total assets on the 3ist of Decem- 
ber last amounted to $6,858,811.30, and 
the total liabilities to $1,985 608.05. 
The surplus, therefore, was $4,873,203, 
This is an encouraging exhibit to begin 
with. 

By comparing the surplus given above 
with that for 1875 we find a decrease cf 
$223,173. This is accounted for by the 
legislation of last session and payments 
made on account of railways. 

The result of the past year’s opera 
tions shows a surplus of $342,835, which 
is certainly satisfactory, all things con- 
_ sidered. Mr. Crooks estimates the re- 
venue for 1877 at $2,350,000, showing 
a8 surplus of some $350,000 over ordinary 
expenditure. The total proposed expen- 
diture, as mentioned elsewhere, is $2,- 
540,223, The estimated revenue, there- 
fore, will be some $150,000 less than 
_ the expenditure, including that on capi- 

tal account. } 

The railway policy of the Government 
continues to show good results, and will 
* be adhered to for future legislation. Al: 
together Mr. Crooks was enabled to place 
before the House a financial exhibit 
_ highly creditable to the Administration, 
and equally so to himself as head of that 
- department. %

_ the current year, which were laid before 
the House Jast Monday, attract particu- 
jar attention merely because they show 
an increase. The Opposition ara watch-

_ Magnify ,small things, and even mimep- 
resent facts, if thereby a purpose may be 
served. It is necessary, therefore, that 
the public have a clear conception of the 
actual state of our Provincial finances 
and the responsibility of the Government 
in connection therewith, 
_ The following figures represent the 

several amounts estimated for the year 
1877 — Civil Government, $157,374 ; 
Legislation, $276,222; Education, $557,- 
465; Public Institutions’ maintenance, 
$437,843 ; Immigration, $53,137; Agri- 
_ cultare, Arts, Literary and Scientific In- 

stitutions, $101,850; Hospitals and 
_ Charities, $59,611; Miscellaneous, $35,- 
_ 700; Unforseen and Unprovided, $354,- 
427 ; Public Works, $33,400 ; Coloniza- 
tion Roads, $77,300; Crown Lands, 
$91,600; Refund Account, $104,319; 
Services in i875 (balance), $19,224 ;— 
making a total of $2,540,223,

The development of the mind—the 
divine in man—man’s greatness was shown 
by the abilities he has at his command, 
Man may develop himself in various ways,

Mr. A. F, Wood said that as the 
pense of holding this Institute was large, 
he hoped the collection would be also 
large. 

‘+ How to handle the Bible’ was taken 
up by Prof. Sherwin. In opening the subs 
ject he remarked that he had spoken on 
that topic when he was here before, but 
the subject would bear repetition. There 
are a large number who intently read the 
Bible; there are many who can repeat largo 


portions of it, but they do not know how 
to open it, The Prof, said he hada 


splendid piano; he had an eminently pious 
and Christian woman, but she conld not 
play on it. She liked masic but did not 
know a sharp ‘from @ flat, With many 
the knowledge cf the Bible was the samo 
as his wife’s musical powers. He knew a 
family who had a very elegant Bible which 
was vory rareiy. opened and that was a 
case similiar to that of his wife in her in- 
ability to play a piano, That was one 
instance where ignorance was sho-yn in the 
handling of the Bible. What tho Bible is as 
a book, he remarked, should be firat oon- 
sidered. The Bible itself is a library of 
66 volumes; it should be handled with 
reverence. ‘The irreverent use of the Bible 
by many was shocking, and tended more or 
less to blend the sensibilities regarding 
the sacredness of the word of God. Tho 
“last of mother’s letters’ were always 
taken care of; andshould we take God’s 
letters and use them irrevently, A loving 
reverence for the word ef God should be 
cultivated everywhere; a reverence like that 
ofa child for its mother, One should 
ave his own personal Bible, and a person- 


ex- 


| al Bible for every member of the family, 


and nobody should be excused for not 
having one. The style of Bible to be used 
was adverted to, the spsaker urging the 
purchase of a good one; a referenca Bible 
if possible, with the references in the cen- 
‘ter. The Bibles with the references under 
‘the verse should not be purchased as it 
‘confused the photographing of the text on 
the mind, “The best Bible to purchase 
was that published by the Americau Tract 
Society ; the teacher's Bible. It is pre- 
ferable to the Magster for it is better 
bound; is printed on better paper and is 
the best to be found. . Having a Bible one 
should go to work to find out its structure, 
The location of the various books of the 
Bible should be known; in fact a want of 
koowledge of that was inexcusable. Every 


child should have a Bible and not a Testa- 


ment; for a child should haya every oppor- 
tunity cf becoiaing acquainted with both. 
There is not a spotin ths old Testament 
that has not its counterpart in the old and 
vice versa. An inatance was given to prove 
the assertion, The five books of Moses, 
twelve historical books, five poetical books, 
five major prophets and twelve minor 
Prophets constituted the number of books 
in the old Testament, Inthe new, ‘there 
were fiive historical books, fourteen Pau- 
line opistls and eight general epistels and 
Revelations. He illustrated by means of 
a blackboard, a manner of learning the 
names of the books of the minor prophets 
thus rendering the finding of any book an 
easy matter, Howto ascertaia the num- 
ber of books in the Bible was shown thus: 
3x9-27; rule out the lines between the 
figures and that will showthe number in 
each Testament, ‘How to turn rapidly 
to places in the Bible’ was next touched 
on. By remembering the group in which 
the required book was, it could be readily 
found. Studying the Bible daily, system. 
atically and topically should be the aim of 
all, 

The programme for to-morrow was read.

I saw « tino growth of 
sugar Caue, sweot potatoes aud other vege- 
getables. The country here is covered 
with yellow pine, and there are many ter- 
pentine farms. 

1 might explain for the edification of my 
Northern friends the moaning ot a ** Tor- 
pentine farm,” 

The owners of those lands on which 

grow so much pine, tap the trees from 
which exudes the gum which is gathered 
and boiled, and while hot run into bagrels 
made off cyprus wood (which is rather 
plentiful here), and when headed up cools 
and is sent to market. The pine trees are 
very straight and free from limba at a 
great height from the ground. A fine spar 
might be made out of almost any one of 
them. There are afew sav mills in this 
locality, and the yellow pine when dressed 
and fioished very closcly resemblea the 
curly maple of Canada, and is no ways i-— 
ferior in beauty. It is much harder 
work than white pine, being impregnated 
with gum, similar to Norway pine, but is — 
very free from knots. I have seen boards 
26 and 30 feet in length without a single 
knot lirger than a ten cent piecs, 1s is 
worth when dressed $14 and $16 per thou- 
sand ; undressed, from $7 to $10 per thou- — 
sand. I. also noticed on the same line — 
some fine brick kilns, but they do not ap- 
pear to understand the proper mode of — 
inaudfacturing or they have not the propor 
inachinery, or something of that kind.

AN INSULT. 


Sir Hugh Allan is justly indignant 
over what he considers an insult to the 
medical professson of Cunnda, if not to 
the Dominion itself. The British Board 
of Trade, through some influence not yet 
ascertained, has notified the English 
agents of the Allan line of steamers that 
hereafter no clearance will be giyen to 
these vessels at the Custom House un 
less their surgeons hold diplomas from 
some English, Scotch, or Irish medical 
college. Sir Hugh has called the atten- 
tion cf the Government and the Faculty 
of McGill University to this insulting 
notice, and demands that a remonstrance 
be offered forthwith, It is nothing 
more or less than another exhibition 
of official stupidity, affecting the 
interests of comparatively few ‘pers 
sons, and on a par with much of a simi- 
lar nature that has alceady been dealt 
with. , But itis none the less disagree. 
able and objectionable for its insignifi- 
canoe, and the Government will, no 
doubt, take prompt action to have the 
insult removed. Sir Hugh protests in 
the following forcible language ;.— 


“‘T am totally ignorant of the reason why 
this regulation is proposed, or of any good 
to be obtained by it. 

“We have for the last twenty years oar- 
ried Canadian surgeons on board of our 
steamers, as well as English ones, and the 
result of our experience is, that the Oana- 
dian surgeons are quite equal, both in pro- 
fessional acquirements, and gentlemanly 
bearing, tu those we receivetheir dipl»mas 
from the Collegesin England. * * 

I therefore am not disposed to submit 
to this requirement, inasmuch as I 
think it is s great injustice to the inatitu- 
_ tions of the country, a» well as to the 
young men who study therein, andin point 
of fact 1 isa slight upon the Dominion it- 
self, I have written to ths Government 
urging them to take action in this matter 
without delay, and I write this letter to 
you with the view that you should bring it 
before the authorities of the University of 
McGill College, or in any other way that 
you think most likely to attain the objec: I 
have in view, and that is a fall and perfect 
recognition of our‘own medical mon as be- 
ing equal to any others,”

Mr, Ashley endorsed Mr. Aylesworth's 
statement and remarked that he~ was 
satisfied that the county was liable if 


the roads were not kept open. 

Mr. Haggerty said his opinion was that 
that the county was liable if after a Storm 
the roads were not made passable, He ar- 
gued that if an accident resulted from a 
“‘pitch-hols” the county was liable, 

Mr. Fint said the county wovld be no 
more liable for an accident from a “pitch. 
hole” or a snow sturm, no more that it 
would from afreshet, He averrsd that the 
roads were not so bad as they were made 
out and on the whole the roads were not as 
desperate as they they were made out, He 
was opposed to the ex2enditure of one dol 
lar on the snow roads, The only trouble 
was from the ** pitch-holes’’ and their ex- 
istence could not be avoided. 

Mr, Wilmot said it was important and 
necessary that the roads be kept open as 
the people were willing that it should be 
done, The roads near the town are the 
moat travelled and should be looked after.

AN ESQUIMAUX HOUSE, Ok HUT, 

One would think that, cold and droadful as 
the Arctic reigions are known to be, the in: 
habitants would need every comfort that 
could be imagined in the way of a house, But 


, no. The tirat thing the Hsquimaux does in 


his home building is to clear away the snow 
and icofrom a spot of ground of the right sizo 
for his house. ‘This he makes as smooth as 
he can, leaving one end a little higher than 
tho other. ‘Ihe higherend is to serve as a 
Paice and bedroom; the lower as workshop an 
itchen, Around this cloared spot of earth 
blocks of hard frozen snow aro laid in such a 
fashion that they form a low round roof, 
resembling in shape the half of a hollow bell, 
By way of a window, a small square of rather 
thin cloar ico in set into the wall, 
_ On tho side of the house least exposed to wind 
is a long and very low passage way loading to 
the open air. This passage is so low that the 
inmates of the house have to crawl through it 
on their hands and knoos. The door is only 
& loose block of snow. 
Those huts do not appear to be very charming 
rosidences, but there aro two good things 
about them. Ono is that the high winds of 
that desolate region cannot pewsible blow a 
hut over, though thoy may ais it in snow; 
the other good thing is that now one hut can 
bo lived in longor thanaseason. ‘The poor 
Kequimavx are, unfortunately, avery dirty 
people, and if they lived aver so long in one 
house they would noaver clean it, But the 
snow-house finally cleans itself in tho most 
thorough manner, for as soon as tho warm 
days of summer come it mealts away, and its 
inmates must set about building @ sealskin 
tont that wili sholtor thom till winter comes

They are in some places almost imposs- 
sable, as I noticed several persons being 
tripped or slipped down by the unevenness 
of the badly cleared walks.

UNLICENSED LIQUOR DEaLEKs, 


The Licensed Vistuallors ought to join 
heartily with the Temperatcs people in

Now the liquor 
aad utensils will be prima facie evidence of 
a breach of .the law, The temperance 
people are axious to decrease the sale and 
consumption of liquor, and as every house 
has its own class of customers, they desire 
to have the sula restricted to licensed 
houses. TDioonse holders should désire a 
monopoly of the business, since they alone
